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SMITH NUMBER 


Nearly everyone of old colonial ancestry finds lurk- 
ing somewhere in the leafage of his family tree a Smith 
or two. In some lineages the Smiths are numerous. 

Over the years I have worked on many Smith problems. 
In my files are three large folders bulging with Smiths. 
A few years ago, the idea occurred to me that it would 
be useful to many people to arrange in family sequence 
those Smith families on which I have collected consider- 
able data. Two factors have deterred me: lack of time 
and the realization that, extensive though my material 
is, it is very far from complete on any of these Smith 
families. No family is brought completely down to 1800 
or even to 1750. There are gaps and missing branches 
and unsolved problems. Despite these defects, I have 
decided to put my idea to the test, believing that many 
will welcome the data I am able to give, and that the 
very fact of publication may stimulate others who have 
additional data and I fear corrections to offer, to put 
them in shape to supplement the data here given. 

On the Jamaica, Long Island, Smiths I was aided in 
1936 by a discussion of some problems with Mr. Arthur S. 
Wardwell of Brooklyn, N. Y., and with Mr. Herbert F. 
Seversmith of Washington, D. C. More recently, Mr. Moses 
Bigelow of Newark, N. J., kindly submitted his own col- 
lections of data relating to the Jamaica Smiths, from 
which I culled a few items previously missed. However, 
the arrangement of the data into family groups is my own 
and I am solely responsible for any errors of fact or 
judgment. 

With regard to the Milford Smiths, I am under great 
obligation to the late George Clarke Bryant of Ansonia, 
Conn.e, and owe it to him that the local Milford branches 
are so completely filled out. 

To save space and to crowd in as much information as 
possible, we present the data. in condensed form and cite 
records only when essential. While corrections and sup- 
plemental matter will be welcomed, the compiler cannot 
spare the time from professional work to discuss ques- 
tions that may be raised, and has already donated all 
the time he can afford to the ubiquitous Smiths.

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JOHN SMITH OF MESPAT 


1. John? smith, of Taunton, Mass., moved 163 to 
Mespat, Long Island, and was killed by the Indians; mar- 
ried 

Deposition made 2) May 1703: "Samuel Smith of Jamai- 
ca, aged about 67, & Elizabeth wife of Nehemiah Smith of 
same place, formerly wife of William Ludlam decd., of 
Southampton, in Suffolk On Long Island, aged about 70 
depose that about 60 years ago John Smith, father of 
these deponents living at Taunton in Plymouth Colony.... 
left his habitation & went to Mashpate Kills in Queen's 
County....& was there killed by the Indians. These de- 
ponents also say that John Smith, eldest son of ye said 
John Smith, their father, & brother to these deponents, 
is now living at Hempstead in Queen's County on Long Is- 
land. 

This identifies three children of John Smith. The 
son Samuel was of frequent mention in Jamaica records 
and for many years was the only agult Samuel living in 
that town, since Samuel© (Will]iam!) removed to Norwalk, 
and Samuel? (Thomas©, William+) was a generation young- 
er. Samuel and Morris Smith were granted house lots in 
Jamaica in 1656, and in 1688 Morris Smith, then of Flush- 
ing, was called brother of Samuel. Probably John Smith 
was a young man when killed, and these four may have 
been all of his surviving children. 

The wife of John has often been identified erroneous- 
ly as Jane who afterward married Robert Coe, but she was 
actually wife of Bartholomew Smith [q.v.], and we have 
not identified the wife of John.

5. Morris© Smith, of Jamaica 1656, moved to Flush- 
ing; married Bethia ———-. They had seven children 
entered in the Friends' Records: Morris?, bd. 19 Mar. 
1664/5; Abraham, b. 28 Sept. 1607 2 d. May 1688; Isaac, 
b. Feb. 1668/9, d. 21 Apr. 1689; Jacob, b. 20 Dec.

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1. Bartholomew? Smith, of Huntington, Long Island, 
living 1659; married Jane - She married second, 
Edward Rouse, who died in 1672, and third, by license 
dated 15 Feb. 1674/5, Robert Coe. 

We consider Bartholomew of the second generation be- 
cause he was quite likely son of the early William 
Smith of Hempstead and elder brother of Abraham< of 
Hempstead and Jamaica. By this supposition, he named 
his eldest son William for his father, and a son Abra- 
ham for his brother. 

Bartholomew bought land at Huntington from the Indi- 
ans, 1659. In 1692, William Smith of Foster's Meadow, 
Hempstead, conveyed land in Huntington as eldest son of 
"Bertellmew" Smith, deceased, of Huntington. 

Robert Coe and Jane his wife, and William Smith their 
son, all of Jamaica, sold land at Jamaica to Edward Hig- 
by, 2 Nov. 1677; and 5 Jan. 1684/5 Higby sold land which 
he "is to have of William Smith of Fosters Midowe by 
coven®t for and in behalfe of his brother Abraham Smith." 
On 5 May 1685, William Smith of Fosters Meadow in Hemp- 
stead sold land in Jamaica with his wife Hannah, except- 
ing what had already beyn sold to Edward Higby. 

‘On 28 June 1679, Robert Coe of Jamaica conveyed land 
and housing in Jamaica to his son-in-law [step-son] John 
Smith of Jamaica, in return for maintenance of himself 
and wife, and Mrs. Jane Coe is called mother of the said 
John Smith; Abraham Smith was a witness. Robert Coe of 
Jamaica conveyed land, 26 June 1679, to Abraham Smith of 
Jamaica. Robert Coe and Jane his wife conveyed, 9 June 
1687, to “oure Son John Smith late of Jemeco," a house 
and 50 acres at Foster's M.adow, Hempstead. 

It is clear from the above records that Mrs. Jane Coe 
was widow of Bartholomew Smith, since she was mother of 
William, John and Abraham, the son William was specific- 
ally of Foster's Meadow, Hempstead, and it was that Wil- 
liam who sold the Huntington land as eldest son of Bar- 
tholomew Smith. Robert Coe, Puritan, edited by J. Gard- 
ner Bartlett, identifies Jane as widow of John Smith 
from Taunton who was killed at Mespat in 16,3 [see our 
account of that family, page 66]. That John Smith, how- 
ever, was not the father of William, proved by record to 
be Jane's son. The mistake in the Coe book was caused 
by misinterpreting a deposition made in 1701 by one Jo- 
hanna Coe who testified that she was present at the 
birth of a child of Mrs. Elizabeth Ludlam, this Eliza- 
beth being a proved daughter of John Smith from Taunton. 
But Johanna Coe does not describe herself as mother of 
Elizabeth; Johanna is not usually identical with the 
name Jane; and Elizabeth's mother if living in 1701 
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should have been close to 95 years of age. There is no 
evidence that Robert Coe's wife Jane long survived 1687 
and the Johanna Coe of the 1701 deposition was probably 
wife of his son John Coe. 

The son, Abraham Smith, finished his career in Mid- 
dletown, Conn., where he died without issue prior to 
1734 when certain of his heirs gave a deed and powers of 
attorney. For the discovery of these evidences we are 
indebted to Mr. William Herbert Wood. 

3 Feb. 1744: Whereas Abraham Smith late of Middletown 
was possessed of land in the Town of Middletown....his 
estate did come unto his brothers and their issue....we 
Thomas Flewelling eldest son and Robert Flewelling one 
other son of Hannah Flewelling alias Hannah Smith, daugh- 
ter of William Smith, brother to sd Abreham Smith, and 
David Brundige and wife Hannah and Jonath”™ Brundige and 
wife Jane, which Hannah and Jane are sisters to s°% Tho- 
mas and Robert Flewelling and daughters of sd Hannah 
Flewelling alias Hannah Smith, and all Coheirs with John 
Smith of Coram in Co. Suffolk, N. ¥., who was a brother's 
son of sd Abraham Smith of Middletown dec'd....convey to 
William Willet and John Thomas, both of Rye, N. Y. Wit- 
nesses; Thomas Phillips, Samli Cornell, Samll Brundige. 

On the next pages are recorded two instruments, ore 
dated May 1744, from Benjamin Hall, carpenter, of Hemp- 
stead, Queens Co., N. Y., and Phebe his wife, appointing 
Abraham Flewelling of Flushing their attorney in the Col- 
ony of Connecticut; the other, dated 2 May 174), from 
Ephraim Golding of Hempstead, feltmaker, and Catherine 
his wife, giving similar power to John Flewelling. Wheth- 
er these were other Flewelling heirs, or representatives 
of John Smith of Coram, we have not inquired.

WILLIAM SMITH OF JAMAICA 


1. William? Smith, born after 1600, died after Jan. 
1663/4 and some time before 1670; married Magdalen , 
who married second, by 1670, Capt. Richard Olmstead of 
Norwalk, Conn. 

He was a magistrate at Weymouth, Mass., 1648-3, and 
was of Rehoboth, Mass., about 163-51. He settled in 
Huntington, Long Island, where he was a magistrate, Dec. 
1661, and inventoried an estate, Jan. 1661/2. Soon 
after he moved to Jamaica, L. I., where house lots were 
granted to "William Smith & his son Nehemiah Smith," 11 
Jan. 1663/4. He did not long survive that date, for on 
6 Sept. 1670 Magdalen Olmstead of Norwalk, late wife of 
William Smith of Jamaica, deceased, gave her housing in 
Jamaica to her sons Wait Smith and Samuel; and Samuel 
Smith assigned his share to "my brother Wait Smith." 

The will of Richard Olmstead, made 430 Sept. 168, gave 
to Samuel Smith "the bed that was my last wife's." 

At Huntington in 168), Thomas Smith, Joseph Smith, 
Nehemiah Smith, and Wait Smith confirmed land there as 
children of William Smith now deceased, formerly of Punt 
ington; Daniel Denton and Joseph Smith, Jr., witnessed. 

Benjamin Smith of Milford, Conn., at his first mar- 
riage there in 1660, was described as son of William 
Smith of Huntington.’ It will be noted thet Benjamin 
named sons Samuel, Joseph and Nehemiah; and that his 
brother Thomas named a son Benjamin. 

Thomas Smith, Sr., of Jamaica, in his will in 1689 
called himself 62 or 643 years old and referred to Nehem- 
jah Smith as his brother. 

Joseph Smith is mentioned in Huntington records, for 
he took an inventory there in 1661, and in 1663 refer- 
ence is made to a lot "Formerly Joseph Smith's." He 
appears in Jamaica records, l) Feb. 1663, and was Towns- 
man there, 22 Dec. 1663. On 1) Jan. 171), Joseph Smith, 
Sr., Of Jamaica, made an agreement with Nathan, Wait and 
Caleb Smith of Jamaica, to divide a lot, and Joseph was 
to have the west side and the other three the east side; 
in the contemporary index this is called "An agreement 
betwen Joseph Smith and ye sons of Wait Smith." Beneath 
the agreement is entered a release from Magdalen Smith 
of Jamaica, stating that "my husband William Smith" re- 
Signed with her consent the land "that my husband Wil- 
liam Smith & my son Joseph Smith bought of Henry Whitney 
unto my son Joseph Smith afore said." This release was 
doubtless given before 1670, since Magdalen was still 
named Smith, and by 1670 she was "Olmstead" and she had 
died before Olmstead made his will in 168). 

™m 1668 Winthrop's Medical Journal mentions Ruth wife 
of Joseph Smith of Jamaica and calls him brother of 
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"Goody" Higby. Nehemiah Smith called John Carpenter his 

cousin [nephew], making it likely that Hannah wife of 

John¢ Carpenter was a daughter of William Smith.

5. Joseph® Smith, born [say 1637], perhaps died at 
Jamaica in 1732; married Ruth Beardsley, born about 1635 
to 160, daughter of Williem Beardsley of Stratford, 
Conn.; perhaps married second, Mary - 

He was Townsman of Jamaica, 1663. In 16458 Winthrop 
called his wife Ruth. On 41 Oct. 1719, Joseph Smith of 
Jamaica conveyed to Nathan Beardsley of Stratford land 
in Stratford set to my mother Mrs. Ruth Smith in the 
distribution of the estate of Capt. John Feardsley. This 
of course was Joseph, Jr. He is not called "Jr." in the 
1719 deed, and it is a question whether he conveyed the 
inheritance from his mother prior to the death of his 
father, who would have a courtesy title therein. 

Joseph Smith, Jr., was probably born by 1665, as he 
witnessed the Huntington deed of his father in 168), and 
was Constable in 1692. He appears as "Jr." in Jamaica 
records in 1697 and 1707, and on 26 Nov. 1700 conveyed 
land with his wife Mary. 

Joseph, Sr., was living in 171) when he made an agree- 
ment with the sons of his brother Wait, but no record of 
his death has been found. He is generally supposed to 
be the Joseph Smith whose will, 25 Feb. 1730, was proved 
29 Mar. 1732. This will has serious discrepancies in 
the abstracts given by Pelletreau and in the New York 
Wills. It named wife Mary; son Joseph; grandchildren 
Elias and Mary Bayles, children of daughter Ruth Bayles; 
grandsons Joseph Smith and Samuel Smith; cousins Nehemi- 
ah Smith and Samuel Smith, Jr., executors. 

It is clear that if this was the will of Joseph, Sr., 
he must have lived to be close to 95 years old. He must 
also have had a second wife Mary, but as already men- 
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tioned, Joseph "Jr." had a wife Mary in 1700. Since 
George McNish was named as grandson in the will, the 
"Mrs." Mary Smith who married 12 Aug. 1713 George McNish 
and had a son George was undoubtedly daughter of the 
1732 testator. Even if 25 at marriage and born 1688, 
this Mary Smith could have been daughter of Joseph, Jr., 
who as we have shown was probably born by 1665. This is 
also true of Ruth wife of Elias Bayles who, by the terms 
of the will, was aleo a daughter of the 1732 testator. 

Hence two views are possible. One is that Joseph Sr. 
survived to 1732; that by his first wife Ruth he had a 
son Joseph Jr.; and that he had a second wife Mary, who 
was mother of Mary and Ruth. There is a marriage license 
entered for a Joseph Smith and Maria Bedloo, 4 Nov. 1690, 
and if this first theory is correct, this record may per- 
tain to the second marriage of Joseph, Sr., though it 
may have no connection with any Joseph of the Jamaica 
family. 

The second view is that Joseph Sr. died between 171) 
and 1719, leaving a son Joseph Jr. by his wife Ruth, and 
having no probate; that Joseph Jr. married Mary and died 
1732, being "Sr." at the time of his death. There is 
evidence that a Joseph Smith married Mary Matthews, a 
daughter of Sammel Matthews of Jamaica and his wife who 
was a daughter of John Stickland. The will of Samuel 
Matthews in 1695 named his daughter Mary and her chil- 
dren Samuel, Ruth and Joseph, surname not stated. But 
in 1700 a power of attorney was given by Joseph Smith 
and Mary his wife relative to Matthews property in Hope- 
well, N. J. It is clear that Mary Matthews was not the 
second wife of Joseph Smith, Sr., for she had a son Jo- 
seph, and he already had a son Joseph by his wife Ruth. 
But she could have been, and probably was, the wife of 
Joseph Smith, Jr., and the daughter Ruth was named for 
his mother, Ruth Beardsley. 

We incline to the second view, but it is then neces- 
sary to suppose that Joseph Jr. had also a daughter Mary 
not born before the date of the Matthews will in 1695, 
but born very shortly thereafter, which would make her 
nearly 18 years old at marriage to McNish in 1713. We 
have presented such evidence as we have been able to 
find, and pending the discovery of further evidence, 
leave the question open. 

Joseph followed his mother to Norwalk, Conn., for a 
short time, for in 1675 he bought land there, calling 
himself lately of Long Island.

It is entirely possible that he married at a later age 
than was usual. It might be possible to theorize that 
Thomas? was born as early as 1650, which would enable 
him to have a son Thomas born about 1675, and it could 
then be the later Thomas who had the following children. 
In that event, Thomas’ may have died about 1709 and the 
deeds of that year were made by his son, Thomas, and the 
son Thomas would be the one who died by 1727. But no- 
thing has been seen in the records enabling us to dis- 
criminate between the Thomases or justifying the inser- 
tion of an extra generation.

THOMAS SMITH OF GUILFORD AND KILLINGWORTH, CONN. 


Thomas Smith, but with his name crossed out, appears 
in a list of several who took the oath of fidelity at 
Guilford, 5 Feb. 1651/2; but he took the oath with oth- 
ers, 11 May 165). He witnessed at Guilford, 12 June 
1656, against a man who had slandered a girl. 


There are records of a Thomas Smith at Branford. On 
10 July 1656, he married Hannah Nettleton. Thomas Smith 
of Milford gave a lease, 26 Oct. 1658, on behalf of John 
Nettleton, son of Samel Nettleton; and Thomas Smith gave 
a receipt, 8 Sept. 1659, for his wife's portion, to John 
Ufford [of Milford, who had married Nettleton's eldest 
daughter}. His neme appears 16 Feb. 1659/60 in connec- 
tion with branding a horse; and also 16 Feb. 1660/1 in a 
list of those who drew lots upon the Indian Neck. 


Yet on 8 Apr. 1659, "the Court held about thomas 
smiths estate" entered an inventory of his estate, which 
amounted to £1.12.) and included no realty but a great 
sledge, anvil and "payer of bellowes," showing that he 
wes a blacksmith. Debts owing to the estate amounted to 
£2.15.1; "Thomas Smith Debtor” £20.11.3. He is not call- 
ed deceased; the estate was insolvent, but actionson the 
estetes of insolvent debtors were rarely taken in those 
days in the lifetime of the debtor. In none of these 
records is any distinction made between a Thomas Sr. and 
a Thomas Jr. 


To return to Guilford records, Anna davghter of Thom- 
as and Anna Smith was born there 15 Mar. 1661/2. On 7 
Feb. 1660/1, "Thomas Smith haveing sold vnto Thomas Cooke 
y® lot w°" was giuen him by the Towne Vpo™ Conditio™ of 
serueing the Towne in the Trade of a smith Vpo™ iust & 
moderate Termes the space of fiue yeares doth Engage all 
that lott w°P he hath now bought of Beniamin Wright, for 
y® pformance of the said Conditions to the Towne here." 
To this he signed a fine autograph in the record volume. 
On 23 Nov. 1662, Thomas Smith acknowledged that he sold 
land to Thomas Meacock; and the entry is found that by 
deed dated 2) Feb. 1663/ Thomas Smith of "Kenillworth" 
hath sold his home lot in Guilford to William Stone, Jr. 


How many Thomas Smiths are concerned in the above 
transactions, or whether they relate to the same individ 
ual, we are disinclined to be dogmatic, and readers may 
draw their own conclusions. The Thomas Smith at Bran- 
ford and he of Guilford were both blacksmiths; and it is 
established that the Guilford man removed to Killing- 
worth.

He sold land as of Killingworth, Jan. 167)/5 
and 3 Mar. 167),/5. In Volume 1 of the Land Records, at 
Page 3, is a deed indexed as being from Thomas Smith to 
Hannah Smith, but the ink has eaten through from the re- 
verse side to such an extent as to render the deed near- 
ly illegible, though it refers to "home lott," "She is 
to enjoy" and "Item I also give." The dete looks like 
1666 but is probably later. It may be a deed to his 
wife in lieu of a will. 

On 30 May 168, Hannah Smith and Samuel Smith of Kil- 
lingworth sold for £18 to Mr. Richard Carr of Salisbury, 
Essex Co., Mass., an acreage in Killingworth. Hannah 
Signed with her mark, which looks like a crude HN, and if 
she was born Hannah Nettleton, she may have been taught 
in girlhood to write her initials. The deed may be from 
the widow and eldest son of Thomas Smith, and if so, he 
had a son Samuel born at least as early as 1663. 

The family of Thomas Smith has not been traced further 
and the above records are given for the benefit of gene- 
alogical students who from the records of other places 
may be able to connect the children of Thomas Smith. 

A Samuel Smith of Norwich, Conn., bought land in ae 
worth which had been the home lot of Robert Williams, 2 
Aug. 1690, and was of Killingworth when he sold the same 
home lot to Daniel Clark, 2); Nov. 1695. For some years 
no Smiths thereafter are found in Killingworth until the 
later arrival there of a John Smith from Massachusetts.

Note: The records here given were mainly collected while working 
on Glastonbury, Conn., families ancestral to Edgar F. Waterman, Esq. 
of Hartford, Conn., with whom this Smith family intermarried, and 
are published herein by Mr. Waterman's kind consent. 


1. Richard! Smith, born about 1589, died at Wethers- 
field, Conn., after 1669; married Rebecca [?Buswell], 
who died after 1667. 

He was in Wethersfield by 166, and in 1658 sold a 
lot to his son-in-law, Matthias Treat. In 1662 he gave 
to his [youngest] son Jonathan all his real estate in 
Wethersfield, including his homestead. Presumably he 
had provided for his other children in other ways, and 
there is no probate of his estate. 

In 1667 Winthrop mentioned Rebecca wife of Richard 
Smith Senior of Wethersfield, and in 1669 Richard Smith 
Sen. of Wethersfield, "come Bo years." In 1668 he wrote 
of the wife of Samuel Buswell of Salisbury, Mass., "She 
was Mr. Winsley his daughter of Salsbury and Richard 
Smith of Hockanum is her kinsman." But the relation- 
ship seems to have been on the Buswell side, for James 
Buswe?.1 (or Boswell) settled at Hockanum near Wethers- 
field, where he was treated by Winthrop in 1658; his 
will, dated 2) Sept. 1660, witnessed by Thomas Edwards 
and Richard Smith, Jr., gave property to his uncle and 
aunt and Jonathan Smith, and his land at Naubuck [Glas- 
tonbury] tc his cousins Richard Smith and Joseph Smith.

SMITH—SMITHSEN NOTE 


An inscription in the old burial ground in Glastonbury 
was read by Louis M. Dewey as being that of Capt. Rich- 
ard Smith, Sr., who died i July 1716, aged about 63. The 
name was read by Lucius B. Barbour as Capt. Richerd 
Smithsen. {New Eng. Hist. and Gen. Register, 60:10; 
85:66.) One of thoee who took the inventory of Lieut. 
Samuel@ Hale on 30 May 1712 was "Rich: Smithsen," very 
plainly written in the original signature. 

Among the baptismal records of Rev. Stephen Mix at 
Wethersfield are found: Elizabeth, child of "R'd Smith- 
send (not an inhabitant)" on 1 Nov. 1702; and Sarah, 
child of "R'd Smithsend" on 20 Aug. 170). 

Attempts to place this man in the Smith family of 
Glastonbury have been fruitless, and there can be no 
doubt, in view of the records cited, that his name was 
Smithsen.

SOME OTHER LYME SMITHS 


The compiler regrets that the account of the Richard Smith fam- 
ily of Lyme is incomplete and, it is to be feared, imperfect in 
some details. Yet he feels that the records, many of which so far 
as he knows have not previously appeared in print, will be of use. 

Another Smith family of Lyme originated with George Smith who 
bought land there 1700 and died 21 Nov. 172k, aged 77 (gravestone) 
leaving a wife and sons Matthew and George named in his will of 1) 
Nov. 172, proved 22 Dec. 1724; Matthew married 25 Feb. 1719, Mary 
Rogers and left descendants in Lyme. 

Mary Lee, born 22 Oct. 1698, daughter of Thomas Lee, Esq., of 
Lyme, had a son, Richard Smith, to whom Richard Smith (see above, 
No. 2, i) left by will in 1745 his dwelling house in return for 
"his kindness to me & my Love to him." He may well be the Richard 
Smith who married first, 1 Aug. 175, Abigail Miner (died 10 Aug. 
1755), and second, 8 Jan. 1756, Grace Moore of New London, and had 
thirteen children recorded in Lyme. 

Joseph Smith, of unascertained antecedents, married Margaret, 
daughter of Wolston Brockway of Lyme, and had the following chil- 
dren recorded there, though all but the first and last were born in 
East Haddam: 1. Elisha, b. 28 May 1721; 2. Benjamin, b. 17 Apr. 
1723; 3. Margaret, b. 22 May 1725, m. 1 Nov. 1743 or 17h, her 
first cousin, Samel Brockway, Jr., of Branford, who divorced her 
1759; 4.
